The Diſconrſe us partly the ſame which was diſcourſed on between 
oar ſelves: 1 know if any ſhould ſee it, they will be apt to ſay, ut #5 ſimple 
diſcourſe ; let them know, that it comes from poor country ſimple folks ; and 
yet, nqt more ſimple than that which ts in Ridiculus Mus, the Charch Cate- 
chiſm,which reacheth totell three lies in one breath; Wherein I was made 
a member,&c. They may ſay likewiſe, it wants method : let them know, 
that m.z and their mves do not alwayes talk by method, but. one amzmy ano- 
ther.” The Times you know are much enclin'd to Superſtition,that's but the 
Metber of Idolatry,and dwelling in a place where 'tis much uſed, ſome of them 
are inclinable to run to the Worſhip, to hear the Organs,the Singing-men and 
Boyes ; they account it fine paſtume,, to ſee the Biſhop in his Lawn-ſleeves, the 
Dettors and Prebends wm their Fools Caps, Superſtitions Habits and Formali- 
ties, like Stage-Players, or Morrice Dauncers, t pretty ſport to thems, they 
may in good earneſt be drawn to a likging of it, and ſa in time jayn- with therw

Vergerers, Readers, a$in Powls, the Alrar with the Appurtenances, 
and the Cherubims over the Altar, Bafins a lefler and a bigger, With 
the Crucifix init ; the Virgin with the Babe in her arms, Ocgans, Bell, 
Carpetting , Candleſticks, Scazlet and Purple Hangings, Tapeſtry, 
Vetiments, . Velvet Cuthions, Capps, Copes, Tippets, Surplices, the 
Book of Common- Prayer, as the matter and form thereof ; the Chan- 
cellors Coun for the Government thereot : All this approved of by 
the Convocation,the repreſentative body of the Church of Exgiand,and 
all the Pariſh Churches in E»g/and by their Miniſters ſubſcription and 
ſubordination ; this is the Myſtical Body of Chiiſt, according to the 
judgment of that Reverend Patriarch, Dr, Wiliam Warmitrey Dan of 
Worceſter : and Whoſoever (in regard of the Ceremonies ) ſhall ſeparate 
from this Church, 1t's a lefler fin for a man to kill his Father, Wife, 
what think you of this Myſtical Body ? 1s it like the Church of Chiift un- 
der the Goſpel ? is this a Tabernacle of the Lord's pitching ? is ſuch a 
Church, for the conſtitution of it, to bz found in Maga Charta ? 

W. Huband, I am not willing to ſay much, but it is not as it ſhould 
be. | | 
H. Wife, you are alwayes like your ſelf, Modeſt. 

But for your further ſatisfation, conſider, it hath been ſaid by one, 
that there are two Images of God ; the one is his Word, the other his 
Spirit, lf the ſpirit in'man break not forth according to the outward 
Image of his V Vord, ſuſpe& that ſpirit to be rather Deviliſh than Di- 
vine : Solet me ſay of this Myſtical Body, if it be according to the Image 
of the Word, according to the conſtitation thereof, it's the Church of 
Chriſt, otherwiſe it's the Church of Antichriſt, And ſo for the Wor- 
ſhip, if it be not according to the Word, it is Antichriftian : For as I 
told yot in our laft diſcourſe by the fire, as is his VVord ſo muſt his 
V Vorſhip be, ſincere, quaſs ne cera, without mixture or compoſition of 
humane invention. Le tell you of what this Church or Myſtical Body 
may catry a fit reſemblance, that which the Phyfitians call ola, a 
falſe Conception, never begotten by any ſeed : Neither was this 2/ti- 
cal Body ever begotten by any Immortal Seed of the Word. This 
Mola or falſe Conception, is that which the Country Midwives call 
a Moon-Calf, bred in the womb by ſome natural cauſes, and at certain 
ſeaſons of the Moon increaſed, the manner or by what, becomes not 
the modeſty of my Pen to deſcribe : So was this H1ſtica! Body bred in 
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the womb of the old Whore ; and as FR uſually is brought forth in the 
night by the affifliance of a Midwife, ſo was this at midnight in times 
of darkneſs, dame G::a being the Midwife, Polidorus Durandus Writes 
that inthe year x75, Pope Damaſus brought in the preſcript order of 


Service. Darands (aith, that in the year 1073, Pope Gregory theypth 


brought in the preſcript number of Pſalms and Leflons ; Pope Zacha- 
rin Vitalianm, Clement, Adriaz, and the reſt of the Popes ſucceſſively, 
made an addition, until they bred it unto a very Mooxcalf, Nay, Mon 
ftrum horrendam,in forme ingens,cui lumen ademptums, a mighty ill-ſhap'd 
fearful Monſter, quite blina, for it hath ho light but what it receives 
from the Candles, and that is but greaſfie light: As a man not far from 
us, in Holy Orders,faid, carrying a pound of Candles through a Village 
upon his h2ad, Th # the Light of the World. 

I could willingly ſpeak a word of ſome of the particulars, and what 
the Doftor hath ſaid himſelf concerning the Altar, in a lpeech he made 
in the Convocation-houſe, where he himſelf ſate ( as I take tt) Arno 
1639, I took it out of the printed Paper which he himſelf put forth. 
Next unto the language of the Apoſtles and the Scriptures, moſt pure ts the 
language of the Primitive times, and there I find no Altar but the Altar of 
Chriſt crucified. Again, I love outward reverence, ſo that it be diretted to 
right objetts ; not to Images, nor to Altars, but to God himſelf. 

W. Huzband, he bows now to the Altar himſelf, and ſaith what be ſaid 
then was in the time of his Ignorance. ? 

H. Wife, and waat he doth now 1s fince the 20d of this world hath 
blinded his eyes. Pope S:xtw inſtituted Altars, Anno 125. and Po 
Flix conſecrated Altars, Anno271, at which time they began to hb 
worſhipped (as it is conceived) ; as our Reverend Biſhops, Doors 
and Dunces do at this day, 

A word of their Veltments and Ornaments. I remember a ſaying of 
Tertullian which I have read : Nihil dandums Idelo, ſic nec ſmwmendum ab 
Idelo, fs in Idolo recumbere alienum eſt a fide, quid in Idolio widert ;_ as we 
may give nothing co an Idol, ſo we may take nothing from an Idol. If 
it be againſt the Faith to fit at meat at an Idols Feaſt, what is it to be 
ſeen in the Habit of an Idolater? Ac cedunt apparatu et armamento Myſtics 
Corporss Antichriſti, they goin the Apparrel and Harneſs of Antichriſt, 
ſaith Fohn Ha. Dr. Ridly,who ſtood for theſe things in King Edwards 
time, yet when the time of his death approached, and he mult put on the 
Popith Garments to bz degraded, which he refuſed, but Biſhop Brocks 
cauſed them to be forced upon him, whereupon he did vehemently in- 
veigh againlt the Pope, calling him Azt:chriſt , and all that Appatrrel, 
fooliſh and abominable ; yea, too fond for a Vice ina Play, as he ſaid. 

To ſpeak of the Croſs, which hath been made an Idol, and by many 
_ Councils 
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Councils approved, and till in uſe to this day by the Formaliſts, where- 
in they much differ; it were well if poſſivle there might be an unifor- 
mity in the uſe of it : Some croſs with the hand, ſome with the finger ; 
others uſe the words, but never put to hand or finger : it were a matter 
of ſome importance for the Converation at their next ſeiſi9n to determin, 
orelſe to be referred ro Rome for the right uſe of it, and to the Croſs on 
the Popes triple Crown for the dimenſions of ir, being the true tandard, 
Brit a word ſeriouſly, thus : Whatſoever hath been imployed to Idofſa- 
trous uſes, ought never to bs imployed in the Worſhip and Service of 
God, The brazen Serpent when once it came to be idolized, down it 
mult ; and the ſraelites when they came into Canaan mult deſtroy all the 
Monuments of [dolatry, without exception of the Grove which Abraham 
had planted ; and the Ceyxſors, although not imployed to Idolatry, yer 
being polluted by the hands of Corah and his accomplices, mult never 
be uied again asCerſors, but mult be cut out into plates to make Cover. 


ings for the Altar. If things of lawful Inftitution, once abuſed,muſt ne- 


ver be imployed in the Worſhip of God, can theſe things which arz of 
Idolatrous & Superſtitious uſe be leſs than abominable ? The Common- 
Prayer-Book being none of Chriſt's Inſtitution, as it never came from 
Heaven,ſo it never reached Heaven ; neither do men ever look for any 
return of this Prayer, more than the Biſhop and Doors of our Cathe- 
dral, when the four condemned Priſoners ſent to them to be prayed for;

of his time, butcommodly all for dry Ale ) he muſt perform this cha- 
ritable work; and taking the Book, looking out the Prayers appointed 
to be ſaid at the Y/itation of the Sick, goeth on to the conclufion, which 
he read, Lord look upor theſe|thy ſick ſervants, whom thou haſt viſited wth 
thy band ; wiſit them as thou didft Peter's Wives mother, and the Centurians 
ſervant. Reſtore theſe ſick, perſons to their former health, if it be thy bleſſed 
will , if not, give them grace to take thus thy viſitation, &c, the men were 
only fick of the Halter,of which dileaſe they ſoon after dyed. The Re. 
verend Biſhop and Doors departed,without putting up any further re. 
queſt for them. Mr. ll;ams being demanded, wherefore he made uſe cf 
that Prayer? anſwered, he could not find a fitter #n all the Bock, Equivalert 
to ſuch praying is the praying of the Cryer, he-looks for no more return 
of his prayer than the Biſhop and DoQors, and the Bilhop an Doctors 
no more than the Cryer.
